The differences in workforce 
gender have always been a 
highly debated conversation 
topic. The speculation over 
why women still earn less 
tlian men, the debate over 
winch gender makes better 
leaders, inherent differences 
over workplace personas and 
even how their networking 
habits differ have ail been 
part of the debate. 

In a small community like 
Aruba some of these issues 
are very evident and can pJ ay 
a maj or role in how employer 
and employee interact with 
each other. The question we 
raise is. when it comes to 
what employers are looking 
for in a potential employer, 
are men and women really all 
that different? My research 
tells me that they are really 
not. very -different. The differ¬ 
ence on what job seekers 
value most about their cur¬ 
rent and potential employers 
is not related to gender, it ap¬ 
plies ta bath men and 
women 

I did an extensive research 
some years ago and discov¬ 
ered the 3 essential qualities 
that employers look for in an 
employee. .3 characteristics 
that make an employee excel 
These characteristics are not 
gender related either I have 
conducted seminars on this 
topic with much success to 
employee groups both locally 
and internationally 

The research also indi¬ 
cated that men and women 
showed little variation in

rey prioritize tor tac- 
tors like salary compensa¬ 
tion, employee benefits, 
training and development. 
The only areas that showed a 
significant difference were 
advancement opportunities, 
work life balance and appre¬ 
ciation by management 
With respect to advance¬ 
ment, men are 35% more 
likely than women to value 
advancement in potential em¬ 
ployers. On the other hand, 
women are 20% more likely 
than men to focus an work 
life balance (especially those 
women with active families). 
And, women are 15% more 
likely to focus on apprecia¬ 
tion by their basses 

Employers who promote 
career advancement as part of 
their brand message may 
have a slightly more mascu¬ 
line appeal, while brands 
built around the relationships 
and connections of the com¬ 



pany may appeal 
more to the feminine 
group of employees 
My observation of 
the Aruban work¬ 
force indicate that 
differences between 
what men and 
wo men want, exi st in 
same areas of the 
workforce, but they 
are not as significant 
as we mi ght ex- 
especially because we 
a small, multicultural 
community. Yet, em¬ 
ployers might be better off 
targeting their message by 
profession. 

Looking at some popular 
professions, the findings in¬ 
dicate that, for example: 
Nurses (a female-dominated 
profession) are more likely 
than all men to give priority 
to work life balance. 

Engineering (like work at 
places like WEE, ELMAR, 
the Refinery, some at 
SETAR, etc) (male domi¬ 
nated professions) is less 
likely than all men or women 
to give priority to work ad¬ 
vancement. My seminar on 
the 3 characteristics that em¬ 
ployers are looking form an 
employee emphasizes the 
need for employers to define 
who their desired employee 
is, to understand what that 
employee wants, and to cre¬ 


ate specific messages to 
speak to those wants l also 
explore the attraction, en¬ 
gagement and retention of the 
employer's best asset .his as¬ 
sociates!

KANO (AFP) - Boko Haram 
gunmen on Sunday opened 
fire in a college dormitory in 
northeast Nigeria as the stu¬ 
dents slept, killing at least 40 
people, in the latest massacre 
blamed on the Islamist insur¬ 
gents. 

All of the dead were said 
to have been students of the 
College of Agriculture in the 
town of Gujba, some 30 kilo¬ 
metres (IS miles) from 
Damaturu, the capital of 
Yob e state. 

The early morning attack 
was carried out by "Boko 
Haram terrorists who went 
into the school and opened 
fire on students" while they 
were sleeping, the military 
spokesman in Yobe, Lazarus 
Eli, told AFP 

An official at the 
Damaturu Specialist Hospi¬ 
tal, who requested 
anonymity, said "40 bodies", 
all of whom appeared to be of 
university student age, had 
been received so far from 
Gujba. 

Four others were being 
treated for gunshot wounds, 
he told AFP 

Hundreds of people "have 


thronged to the hospital" in¬ 
cluding relatives of those 
who attend the college, trying 
to iearn if their family mem¬ 
bers are among the victims, 
the hospital official added. 

Yobe has seen a spate of 
attacks on schools and uni¬ 
versities, all blamed on Boko 
Haram, an extremist group 
that has killed hundreds in its 
fa ur-ye ar insurgency. 

The name Boko Haram 
means 'Western education is 
forbidden and the group has 
became notorious for slaugh¬ 
tering students of various 
ages in recent years. 

In July in the town of M a- 
mudo in Yobe, Islamists 
threw explosives and sprayed 
gunfire into dormitories in 
the middle of the night, 
killing 41 students. 

Pr e sum ed Boko H ar am 
gunmen shot dead seven sec¬ 
ondary school students and 
two teachers in Damaturu m 
June. 

The military has described 
the recent school attacks as a 
sign of desperation by the Is¬ 
lamists, claiming they only 
have the capacity to hit. soft 
targets.

US government shut 
down likely... 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hie 
US government was in dead¬ 
lock Sunday after the House 
□ f Representatives approved 
a Republican bill that at¬ 
tempts to delay President 
Barack Obama's health care 
law. 

Congress now has less 
than 48 hours to strike a deal 
that keeps the government 
open, but the ping-ponging of 
legislation is making that un¬ 
likely. 

The House measure funds 
the government at current 
levels until mid-Dec ember, 
but also includes a one-year 
delay □ f the president's signa¬ 
ture health care reform -- 
dubbed Ob amacare --and the 
repeal of a tax on medical de¬ 
vices. 

The measure needs ap¬ 
proval m the Senate, where 
Democratic Majority Leader 
Harr/ Reid said it will be re¬ 
jected 

"Now that the House has 
again acted, it's up to the Sen¬ 
ate to pass tins bill without 
delay to stop a government 
shutdown," House Speaker 
John Boehner said in a state¬ 
ment shortly after the vote. 
"Let's get tins done." 

Hie vote brings the federal 
government dramatically 
closer to its first shutdown in 
17 years, which would re¬ 
quire hundreds of thousands 
of federal workers to stay 
home. 

After hours of raucous de¬ 
bate, the Repub lie an-con¬ 
trolled House approved the 
measure just after midnight 
S aturd ay, vo ti ng 1 arg ely 
along party lines. 

Republican leaders set off 
a political firestorm when 
they announced Saturday that 
their stopgap federal spend¬ 
ing bill sought to delay im¬ 
plementation of the health 
care law by one year 

The White House sharply 
rebuked the move, and 
warned it was a step toward 
shuttering federal agencies 
once the fiscal year ends 
Monday night. 

Senate Leader Reid was 
uncompromising 

'To be absolutely clear, 
the Senate will reject both the 
one-year delay of the Afford¬ 
able Care Act and the repeal 
of the medical device tax," 


Reid said. 

Boehner nevertheless 
ploughed ahead with the 
strategy, convening a rare 
Saturday session as Congress 
struggled to break the fund¬ 
ing impasse. 

Under pressure from his 
Republican party's far-right 
conservative wing, Boehner 
doubled down an his caucus's 
bid to stop Ob am ac are. 

‘The American people 
will not be extorted by Tea 
Party anarchists," said Reid, 
referring to the ultra-conser¬ 
vative faction of Republi¬ 
cans. 

He derided the House 
measure as "pointless" 
brinkmanship that could end 
m economic crisis. 

Driving the point home, a 
Senate Democratic aide told 
AFP that it was "highly un¬ 
likely" the chamber would be 
m session before Monday. 

’Hijacked' by 'extreme 
folks' 

Given the Senate's likely 
rejection of the House bill in 
tlie waning hours of the fiscal 
year, a Republican aide ac- 
kno wl e dge d th at a t emp or ary 
shutdown was the likeliest 
seen ana. 

House Democrats, a mi¬ 
nority force and largely pow¬ 
erless to stop the Republican 
legislation, worried that this 
was a repeat of 1395, when a 
similar budget deadlock re¬ 
sulted m a 21-day federal 
work stop 

Democratic lawmaker 
David Scott said what was 
occurring was nothing less 
tli an "a shutdown being or¬ 
dered by the Republican 
Party." 

The American people are 
never going to forget that it 
was you who shut down the 
government." 

A chorus of criticism, 
which included centrist Re¬ 
public an senators, accused 
Tea Party-backed lawmakers 
d£ unwisely threatening a 
shutdown if they did not get 
their way. 

As if anticipating a possi¬ 
ble shutdown. House Repub¬ 
licans introduced a separate 
measure that would ensure 
US troops get paid in the 
event of a work stop

Assad says Syria will comply with 
UN arms resolution 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syria 
will comply with a UN reso¬ 
lution to destroy its chemical 
arsenal. President Bashar ai- 
Assad said on Sunday, as 
weap ons exp erts prep ared to 
head to Damascus to begin 
the task 

In the latest violence, an 
air raid hit a high school in 
the northern rebel-held city a f 
Ran a killing 16 people, in¬ 
cluding 1D students, as troops 
battled rebels on several 
fronts, a watchdog said 

A team of around 20 in¬ 
ert ors from the Organisation 
r the Prohibition of Chemi¬ 
cal Weapons is due in Damas¬ 
cus on Tuesday and will 
mini edi ately me et regim e o ffi - 
aals, an OPCW official said. 

On Monday another group 
of UN inspectors is due to 


wrap up a probe into several 
alleged chemical attacks. 

They hope to draft by late 
October a comprehensive re¬ 
port, which will also cover 
the August 21 attack in Dam¬ 
ascus suburbs said to have 
killed hundreds of civilians 
with the nerve agent sarin. 

The regime and the rebels 
have traded accusations of 
chemical weapons use during 
the 50-month war that has 
killed more than 110,000 

f jeaple and forced two mil- 
ion to flee. 

The United States threat¬ 
ened military action after the 
August 21 attack, in winch it 
said regime forces had delib¬ 
erately killed hundreds of 
civilians with racket-deliv¬ 
ered nerve agents 

Syria denied the allega¬ 


tions but agreed to relinquish 
its chemical arsenal to head 
off a strike under a US-Pruss¬ 
ian deal which was enshrined 
in a landmark UN Security 
C ouncil r esa luti on 

In Ins first comments since 
the resolution was passed on 
Friday Assad told Italy's Rai 
News 24 television his 
regime "will comply" with 
the resolution. 

"Of course we will com¬ 
ply with it, and In story proves 
that we have always hon¬ 
oured all treaties we have 
signed," he said, according to 
the state news agency SANA 
Assad also said warming 
relations between the United 
States and Syria's ally Iran 
could be beneficial for Dam¬ 
ascus and the region, "so long 
as the United States is honest"

Judge orders New 
Jersey to allow 
gay marriage 


Peru 
declares 
state of 
emergency 
for quake-hit 



NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
A judge has ordered the 
Northeastern US New Jersey 
to allow gay marriage, saying 
a ban goes against a historic 
Supreme Court ruling earlier 
tins year. 

Superior Court Judge Mary 
Jacobson ruled that such mar¬ 
riages should be authorized 
as of October 21, writing that 
"same-sex couples must be 
allowed to marry in order to 
obtain equal protection of the 
law under the New Jersey 
Constitution" 

Gay couples in this small 
East Coast state have been 
able to enter into civil unions. 

But in her decision Friday 
Jacobson wrote that such 
unions kept gay couples from 
enjoying federal benefits 


Whereas before June's 
Supreme Court ruling "same- 
sex couples in New Jersey 
would have been denied fed¬ 
eral benefits regardless of 
what their relationship was 
called, these couples are now 
denied benefits solely as a re¬ 
sult of the label placed upon 
them by the state," she said 

Tire US Supreme Court 
struck dawn the federal De¬ 
fense of Mam age Act, which 
prevented same-sex couples 
from enjoying the same 
rights as heterosexual cou¬ 
ples. 

New Jersey's Republican 
governor, Chris Christie, ve¬ 
toed a bill to legalize gay 
marriage last year and Ins of¬ 
fice indie at edit would appeal 
Jacobson's decision. 

The ruling marked die first 
time a judge used the recent 
Supreme Court decision to 
allow gay marriage in a state 
that bans it

TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese au¬ 
thorities are preparing to raid 
the local arm a f Swiss pharma¬ 
ceutical giant Novartis over 
data fabrication claims, reports 
said. 

A health ministry panel of 
experts has concluded that No¬ 
vartis Pharma KK should he 
held responsible for studies at 
various universities that used 
manipulated data on a popular' 
blood pressure drug, the Asahi 
Shimbun and other’ media said 

The studies suggested the 
drug — sold under the name 
Dio van in Japan and licensed 
for use m more than 1QQ coun¬ 
tries -- had some prophylactic 
effect on strokes and angina 

The firm used data from the 
studies to market its drug, 
playing up its supposed addi¬ 
tional benefits 

Upon receipt of the panel's 
interim report next week, "the 
health ministry plans to carry 
out an on-site investigation" 
into the company, the Asahi 
said. 

No vartts has matntained 
that the company had no 
knowledge of episodes in 
which a now-former employee 
allegedly used bogus data in a 
string of Japanese university 
studies that exaggerated the 
drug 1 s effe eti ven e s s m p re vent¬ 
ing strokes and angina. 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - The 
Ombudsman for Children m 
Sweden called Saturday for die 
country to ban orcumdaion, a 
practice he said contravened the 
basic tights of boys. 

“Circumcising a child with¬ 
out medical justification nor his 
consent contravenes this child's 
human lights," wrote Freduk 
Malrnberg in a text co-signed 
with health professionals and 
published m the daily newspa¬ 
per Dagens Nyheter 

Hie operation is painful, ir¬ 
reversible and can lead to dan¬ 
gerous compli cation s," 

Malrnberg said 

En 2001 Sweden passed a law 
authorising circumcision, which 
allows a religious audionty to 
perform the operation if the 
child is under two months old. 
If the child is older than this, 
only a physician can carry it out. 

The law also requires die con¬ 
sent of the parents and demands 
they are fully informed about 


the operation and its implica¬ 
tions 

The law has widespread sup¬ 
port in Sweden and a proposal 
last October to ban circumcision 
from die far right party Sweden 
Democrats was rejected 

According to Malrnberg the 
law contravenes die United Na¬ 
tions Convention on the Rights 
of the Child 

The government estimates 
that some 3,000 boys are cir¬ 
cumcised every year in Sweden. 

In JO 12, a court in Cologne, 
Germany said die nte amounted 
to grievous b o dily harm in a nil - 
mg that caused international up¬ 
roar.

BERLIN (AFP) - A German 
court on Friday jailed a den¬ 
tist for two years and four 
months for secretly filming 
his female staff while they 
were changing clothes. 

The $2-year-old man was 
convicted of 211 counts of vi¬ 
olation of privacy using a 
recording device, the court in 
the eastern city of Gera said 
The dentist had installed a 
video camera in die changing 
room of Ins practice which 
was used by his female hy¬ 
gienists and receptionists. 

His staff discovered die 
camera last year and reported 
it to the police. 

Investigators found nearly 
7,500 video files on the de¬ 
fendants computer going 
back six years, showing eight 


victims in their underwear or 
naked. 

"The eyes of another have 
no place in a changing 
roam," presiding judge 
Siegfried Christ sad as he 
read the verdict, according to 
German news agency DPA, 

" You get the sense that you 
have two passions -- being a 
dentist and being a peeping 
Tom," he told the defendant 

Christ said the dentist had 
shown no remorse during the 
trial. 

Prosecutors had demanded 
a three-year jail sentence 
while the defence called for 
an acquittal. 

The man, who was not 
identified hy the court, is still 
practising dentistry but will 
likely now T lose his licence

UN panel's climate report sparks concern 


Sci-Tech 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Sci¬ 
entists, environmentalists and 
politicians reacted with con¬ 
cern Friday as a UN climate 
panel warned temperatures 
could rise by as much as 4.S 
degrees Celsius (£.6 degrees 
Fahrenheit) this century due to 
man's voracious energy con¬ 
sumption. 

"Yet another wake-up call," 
was how US Secretary of Stale 
John Kerry described the re¬ 
port by the Nob el-winning In¬ 
tergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change (IPCC), 
winch also underlined the peril 
of heatwaves, drought and 
floods and warned sea levels 
could rise by as much as 32 
centimetres (32.5 inches). 

"Those who deny the sci¬ 
ence or choose excuses over 
action are playing with fire," 
Kerry said m a statement. 

The strongest scientific con¬ 
sensus yet that human activi¬ 
ties drove warming since the 
1950s, the report said heat- 
trap ping greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions must be urgently curbed 
to limit further damage to the 
climate system. 

UN climate chief Christiana 
Figueres said the document's 


release in Stockholm was "an 
alarm clock moment for the 
world" 

"To steer humanity out of 
the high danger zone, govern¬ 
ments must step up immediate 
climate action to meet the 
UN target of 2 0 C (3.(5 F) 
from pre-industrial Revolu¬ 
tion levels, she said. Tins is 
the ceiling at which many ex¬ 
perts believe (he worst climate 
fall out can be skirted. 

Based on computer models 
of different emissions trajec¬ 
tories, the report s most opti- 
mi sti c s c enari o proj e cts 
average wanning of 1.0 C (I 3 
F) by 210D over 2000 levels - 
- ranging from 0.3 to 17 C 
(0.5-3 1 F). 

Previous research said 
global carbon dioxide (CO2) 
emissions, constantly scaling 
new highs, must peak around 
2020 and then decline sharply 
for tire lowest warming sce¬ 
nario to be possible. The 
world emits about 5D billion 
tonnes of greenhouse gas 
every year. 

Tie IPCC's worst-case sce¬ 
nario projects average wann¬ 
ing this century of 3.7 C (61 
F) -- ranging from 2 <5 C (4 7 


F) to4.SC (3.6 F) 

“Without very strong cuts in 
emissions of greenhouse 
gases, we face huge risks from 
global warming of more than 
2 0 C by the end of tins cen¬ 
tury," sard British climate 
economist Nicholas Stem of 
the report. 

Green groups said such lev¬ 
el s threatened the livelihoods 
of fishermen and fanners, 
would lear/e millions hungry 
and exposed to extreme 
weather events, and nsked en¬ 
gulfing entire communities m 
coastal areas or low-lying 
small island states. 

11 if we are to follow what the 
science says, then we have to 
stop investing in fossil fuels 
and increase investment in 
sustainable, renewable en¬ 
ergy," said a statement from 
seven non-government organ¬ 
isations including W'WF, 
Oxfam, and the International 
Trade Union Confederation. 

"A bleak and hopeless fu¬ 
ture is not a foregone conclu¬ 
sion, it's a choice," added 
Greenpeace campaigner 
Stephanie Tunmore. 

Tie decade ending 2DID 
had already been the warmest 


on record, and marked by ex¬ 
treme weather events 

"We ignore these scientific 
warnings at our awn peril," 
said Andrew Steer, head o f the 
World Resources Institute, a 
U S -b as ed think-tank " Climate 
change is here audit's advanc¬ 
ing even faster than we re¬ 
alised."

In a video statement, UN 
Secretary General Ban Ki- 
moon said the report was "es¬ 
sential" for gov ernm ents 
thrashing out an ambitious 
global deal on curbing green¬ 
house gas emissions that must 


be signed by 2015.

"The ongoing and planned 
workforce adjustments in the 
context of Siemens HO 14 are 
about 15,000 positions 
worldwide, of which about 
5,000 are in Germany, " the 
Munich-based company said 
in a statement 
The "Siemens HO 14" drive 
in total aims to save mare 
than six billion euros ($E 1 
billion). 

The conglomerate in July 
appointed Joe Kaese-r as the 
new chief executive, replac¬ 
ing ousted Peter Lae seller, 
days after Siemens had an¬ 
nounced its second profit 
warning in two months 
Of the job cuts in Ger¬ 
many, 2,000 positions would 
be slashed in the company's 
industry division, 1,400 in 
energy, 1,400 in infrastruc¬ 
ture and cities and 200 in the 
co rp or ate di vi si on, the 

spokesman said.

New rules announced Fnday 
take effect in January and are 
aimed at “perfecting sports, 
generating sources of income, 
and encouraging quality," the 
government acknowledged in 
the Communist Party newspa¬ 
per Granina 

Generating sources of in¬ 
come is key Money is critical 
to President Raul Castro's se¬ 
verely cash-strapped nation, the 
only one-party Communist 
regime in the Americas 

For decades, through and 
after die Cold War, Cuba 
thumbed its nose at interna¬ 
tional pro sport, paying hard¬ 
working and fabled athletes 
dose to nothing for the honor of 
representing their proud nan on 

Havana said it will let its 
sport stars sign with interna¬ 
tional clubs as long as they 
maintain their responsibilities 
to Cuba. Havana did not imme¬ 
diately detail what cuts it would 
expect in such potential future 
deals. 

This should throw open the 
door for more and more of 
Cuba's baseball players -- re¬ 


garded as among the world's 
best — to net big paydays in 
professional leagues overseas. 

If there l s no recruiters' st am- 
pede, it should not be long in 
coming For d ecades, tli o se who 
could find away to defect from 
baseball-obsessed Cuba often 
did so, even risking their lives 
in dangerous sea crossings. 

Local salaries are about $30 
a month plus perks, while mil¬ 
lions of dollars often are an 
achievable dream for tDp talent 
m the United States 
There are more than two 
dozen Cuban defectors m the 
US National Baseball League.
